to make diligent investigation of the methods* ofmining, the 
safety of the miners, the possible improvement of the condi- 
tion under 
which raining 
operations 
are carried 
ou, 
the 


treatment of ores, the use of explosives and electricity, the 
prevention of accidents, the values 
of mineral 
products and 


the markets for the same, and of all other matters pertinent 
to said industries, and from time to time to make such public 
reports as the secretary 
of the interior may direct of the 


work, investigations 
and information obtained, with the 
rec- 


ommendations 
of the bureau." 
Under the secretary of the 


interior the bureau is to be governed by a commissioner 
to be 


appointed by the president at a salary of $6000 per year.

Amador county comprises an area of 
548 square' miles. 
It lies on the wes­ 
tern slopo of S ierra Nevada mountains, 
and embraces within its territory nil 
the diversity of valley, foothill, and 
high mountainous lands. 
Climate.—T h e climate of the popu­ 
lous portions of the county is as gonial 
and healthful asean be found any whore 
in California. 
As climate is one of th e 
most valuable assets of this favored 
A ta te In attractin g 1 population, Amador 
stands second to no county in this re ­ 
gard. 
It should, and no doubt will in 
time, when its climatic advantages are 
more thoroughly understood and a p ­ 
preciated, become a health resort not 
only for those In loss favored states, 
but for the residents of other parts of 
California. T h e tem perature alone th e 
central portion rarely falls below .4(1 
degroos ahovo zero in winter, and as 
rarely rises to 100 degreeR in the sum ­ 
mer. 
Snow seldom falls in tho settled 
districts, and never remains on th e 
ground for m ore than a few hours. 
Of 
course, in th e high mountain regions 
of eastorn A m ad o r tho snowfall is very 
heavy—which is characteristic of th e 
entire Sierra N evada range. The sum ­ 
mer season is alway accompanied with 
cool nights; perm itting of sound, re ­ 
freshing slum ber. 
Fogs are rare, c y ­ 
clones are unknow n, thunderstorms are 
Infrequent. 
Gold M ining.—T he county,although 
rich in othor sources of wealth, com ­ 
paratively untouched, is noted p rin ­ 
cipally for 
h e r quartz mines. 
T h e 
deepest gold m ines in America are lo­ 
cated here. 
T h e Kennedy mine Is now 
taking gold in liberal quantities from 
quartz extracted from a depth of over 
2000 feet below tho surface, with every 
indication th u t tho pay-ore extends to 
a much g rea ter depth. 
Since the d is­ 
covery of gold, th e county has contrib­ 
uted fully $100,000000 to the world's 
supply of th e precious metal. 
T h e 
mines are still yielding at the rate of 
about two million dollars annually. 
Nearly all of this wealth is produced by 
eight or ten m ines operating on w hat 
is called th e “ m other lode,” stretching 
clear across th e county in a north-east­ 
erly direction a distance of tw enty 
miles. 
The mines aggregate between 
400 and 500 stamps, and furnish e m ­ 
ployment for over 1000 miners. 
T h is 
industry is still in its infancy. 
T h e 
unexplored territory, oven along th e 
main gold belt, is far in excess of th e 
ground th a t h as actually been worked 
or prospected. 
T h e county offers to ­ 
day one of th e most inviting fields to 
be found anyw here in the world for th e 
investment of capital in the fascinating 
business of gold mining, not alone along 
the m other lode, but also in the alm ost 
untouched mineralized country of th e 
east belt, some ten or twelve miles from 
the main lo d e . 
Besides gold, we have copper, de­ 
posits of pottery, coal, marbe, slate, 
limestone, granite, and soapstone or 
talc—all undeveloped. 
A gricultural Capabilities —The a g r i­ 
cultural possibilities equal, if not oxcel, 
the mineral riches. 
The valley lands 
will produce 
anything that can be 
grown in th e most favored sections. 
In tho foothill lands ail kinds of d ecid ­ 
uous fruits thrive; also all kinds of 
vegetable a re raised where irrigation 
is practicable along the numerous w ater 
courses. 
F u rth e r up in tho mountains, 
a t an altitude of 2000 to 2500 feet, th e 
soil is ad m irab ly adapted for apples 
and potatoes. 
A ready m arket for 
many times tho quantity now ruised of 
these commodities can be found lin th e 
various m ining towns. 
Grape cu ltu re and winemaking are 
becoming im p o rtan t industries, 
both 
tho grapes and wine commanding a 
better price th a n ithe product of the 
lowland.

Amador has a populasionof less th a n 
12000. T h re e fourths of this is concen­ 
trated in a strip of three miles above 
and below th e mineral belt. 
Jackson, th e county seat, lias ab o u t 
2500 inhabitants, and lsan incorporated 
city ol tho sixth class. 
O ther tow ns 
are S utter Creek, Amador City, D ry- 
town, P lym outh, Volcano, Pine G rove 
and Olotu. 
lone City is the metropolis 
of the valley section, a thriving tow n 
of 1000 inhabitants. 
T hecom m uuity is law-abiding. E d u ­ 
cational facilities are excellent. 
A 
school house is 
within easy reach of 
nearly every family. There is one hig h 
school, located a t lone. 
The assessm ent roll for 1007 is $5.— 
800,708, and the tax rate for botli state 
and county purposes $2 on tho $100. 
The S o uthern Pacific has a branch 
railroud ru n n in g to lone. 
From tills 
point tho lo n e and Pastern railroad e x ­ 
tends 14 miles furiher to tho m ining 
section.

ABOUT EASTER. 


St. Joe News: 
Would the children 
like to know something about Good 
Friday arid Easter? 
They nre both 
moveable feasts 
in 
t.lie 
Christian 
church. Good Friday Is so called lie 
cause it, was good for t,he world t.hat 
Jesus died on tho oross that, day, and 
we celebrate Easter ns the day he 
rose from tho dead. 
In t.he early 
church Good Friday wna kept as a 
stric t 
fast. 
There were no bells 
rung, no joyful anthem e Ming, and no 
kiss of charity was given, because mi 
th a t day Judas betrayed the Lord 
with a kiss. 
These two feasts days 
are regulated In somo way by tho 
moon. 
Tho sun crosses tho equator 
on the 21st of ¿March, and we have 
wlint. we call the spring equinox, and 
tho first Sunday after the Hrst full 
moon, 
after the 21st of March Is 
Easter Sunday aud th e Friday pre­ 
ceding is, of course, 
Good Friday. 
T he word Easter comes from an old 
Saxon word, which menns, 
“ to rise” 
or “ rising,” the com ing forth or ris­ 
ing of new life in t.be vegetable world 
iu the spring. 
The Saxons offored 
sacrifices 
annually 
to the goddess 
A stado, about the tim e of the Jewish 
passover, and by th e association ot 
ideas, the Saxon word “ soaster” be­ 
came attached to the festival of the 
resurrection. 
This 
was 
a joyous 
festival and in tho an c ie n t church it 
lasted for eight days. 
The L ord’s 
supper was solemnly 
administered, 
alm s were given to the poor and slaves 
were often treed. 
T he people greeted 
each other with a kiss, saying, “ He 
is risen!” 
The rep ly being, 
“ He 
risen, indeed!” 
T he forty days fast 
before 
Easter 
S unday, 
commonly 
called Lent, was in stitu te d early in 
the history of the C h ristian church, 
not only 
as m em orial 
of Christ's 
forty days’ fast in the wilderness, 
but as a preparation for the anniver­ 
sary of his resurrection. 
The using 
of eggs on Easter is an old custom, 
aud when the children of today bleak 
an egg at breakfast on E aster m orn­ 
ing, they are doing ju st what the 
boys and giris did ce n tu ries ago. 
In 
some countries the y o ung people go 
out early Easter m o ra in g aud hunt 
for wild fowls’ eggs to be used at 
breakfast, and it is considered a good 
omen to be able to find them. 
The 
egg is looked upon as a symbol of the 
resurrection and the fu tu re life, for 
it oontaius a new life wrapped up iu 
its shell and the breaking of the shell 
opens up the 
new life. 
There is 
quite a pretty legend connected with 
the bright colored E aster eggs. 
It is 
said that when there was darkness all 
over the land from th e aixth hour 
unto the ninth hour on th e day of the 
crucifixion of our 
Savior, all the 
birds of evrey kind beoame gloomy 
and silent, refusing to sing a note 
and so”continued u n til Easter S un­ 
day, when the living 
Christ came 
forth from the sepulcher, when they 
broke forth into jo y o u s strains ot 
music, and laid all m anner of bright 
colored eggs, 
in to k en of their joy. 
The Torsions present each other with 
colored eggs on M arch 20, when they 
hold their great festival of the solar 
new year, and the Hussians salute 
each other on 
Easter m orning with 
“ Christ is risen!” au d olter an Easter 
egg. 
The otferiug ot Easter eggs is 
considered a mark of friendship and 
the custom is alm ost universal in 
France 
and 
G erm any. 
Heathen 
nations regard the egg as emblem­ 
atical of the universe, 
as well as 
the renovution of m an after the Hood. 
English aud Irish nu rses are said to 
instruot children 
when they eat a 
boiled egg to push th e spoon through 
tho bottom of the shell to “ hinder 
the witches from m aking a boat out of 
i t . ” 
The egg in all cotiutries lias 
been the subject of m yths aud le- 
gouds. 
The F inns liolioved ibat a 
¡ mystic bird laid an egg and that it 
fell into the water aud broke, aud 
that the lower shell formed the earth, 
and tho upper p a it the sky. 
The 
white of the egg became the sun, the 
yolk tho moon aud th e little broken 
pieces of the shell, th e stars.

TWO YEARS AFTER. 


T w o years have elapsed since San Francisco was shaken 
bv earthquake and destroyed by fire. 
That dual calamity 
made tip the most appalling destruction of property within 
the lim its of one m unicipality that the world has ever wit­ 
nessed. 
The great fire of London was a dwarf 'in oompari- 
^son. 
A nd the much greater fire that blotted out a big slice 
of Chicago in 1871 involved a loss only one-third as great. 
In the presence of San Fran cisco’s stupendous wreck many 
pessim istically disposed persons prophesied that it would 
take a generation at least for the queen city of the Pacific 
coast to rebuild and get back its scattered population. .Stran­ 
gers who could not appreciate the energy of Californians, on 
viewing the miles of ruins shortly after the catastrophe, were 
frequently heard to express the opinion that it would take 
fifty years to obliterate a ll traces of fire and earthquake. 
To-day, however, San Francisco is pretty much herself again. 
The swiftness of her resurrection has astonished the world. 
There has been nothing to be compared with it in the annals 
of modern times. 
It is true that acres upon acres of black­ 
ened scars still bear silent testimony to the work of the des­ 
troyer, but Sati Francisco today is a more magnificent city, 
capable of sheltering a larger population than it had 011 that 
fateful A p ril morning in 1906. 
In spite of strong influences 
working, unwittingly maybe, against its welfare, the city has 
regained in two years all its commercial prestige and power. 
The entire state feels proud of the splendid achievements of 
the metropolis in the short space of time since its over­ 
whelm ing disaster.
